prints to the board and the guests. 


In behalf of the school board Pre- 


sident Albert Graves told the crowd 
that the $115,000 Structures seem- 


' ed to be the limit to 
which the 


school district could go with bond- 
ed indebtedness against the dis- 
trict's present assessment 
total.

Tentative allocations for gymna-
